The broad verandas extending around ttie 


tbeatre waw handsomely decorated. 
The 


pillars formiug the arches were completely 
covered from top to bottom with pink and 


. white tuoss tissue, and from each gas jot on 


the same was suspended a large silver ball,in 
which was reflected not only the surrounding 
decoration?, but the elegant costumes of the 
moving figures. On the shelving, or railing, 
between those arches which was covered 
with turkey red cloth, were placed huge tubs 
of choice plants and flowers In full bloom, 
from the top of the veranda, artistically 
arranged, were suspended over two hundred 
Japanese lanterns of vs riona sizes and cobra. 
The open square between the tbeatre and tbe 
tennis racket was completely floored over aud 
a huge tent, GGx3:I feet, erected for the oaftf 
and supper room. In this canvas room some 
twenty-six small tflbloa wore arranged, tbe 
cafd heliig at the rear end. This was lighted 
by a chandelier of twenty ruby lain pa, bang- 
ing from tho ceutre.and drop lights of same at 
each end of the tent. The north veranda of 
tbe tennis racket was also beautifully de- 
coratod aud supplied with tables. The canvas 
of the south side of the tout being carried up 
over Ibis building, tho ver.inda hud tho ap- 
pearance from Inside the tent of being a huge 
balcony or gallery. Tho interior of tbe thea- 
tre, which was used aa the ball room was 
beautifully decorated with plants aud flowers 
of tho rarest and choicest spoolmaus. The or- 
chestra occupied the singe. Provisions had 
been made for the'nccommotlation of four 
hundred guests aud the tickets of admtalou 
to this grand scene were $20 each. 


The decorations were made, at a cost of 


about §300, aud were wholly under the direc 
lion of Col. A.C. Laudern of thia city, who 
bad the contract to put tho place in readiuosa 
for this great social event. 


Death of Lieut. Boutclle Noyes. 


A cablegram from Yokohann announcing 


that Lieutenant Boutelle Noyes was killed by 
tha accidental fulling of the top-gallant-mnst 
while exerciniug, was received by the acting 
Secretary of the Navy at Washington Wed- 
nesday. 
The deceased waa a native of 


Maine, aud entered the Naval Academy 
Sept, 23, 1864. Graduating in 38G8, he was 
ordered to the Guerriere, Hug-ship of the 
South Atlantic Station, where he remained 
till 'G9, when he was transferred to the Eu- 
ropean fldet until '72. 
He was with the 


South Pacific fleet from '73 to '17 and on tbe 
training ship Minnesota from '77 to '80, when 
be was ordered to the Asiatic Fquadron where 
be remained until bis death. He was promot- 
ed to Euaign in 18f>9, to Master in 1870, and 
Commissioned a Lieutenant in 1873. 


Lieutenant Noyes WAS married five or six 


years ago to a daughter of Commodore Lutw 
of tbe training squadron here, aud the widow 
with two children survive him. At the time 
the news' of Lieut Noyes' sudden death waa 
received his wife and children were visiting 
his parents iu Maine, where 
Commodore 


Lnce has since joined them. 


The deceased was considered one of tbe 


best officers in the navy and his untimely 
death will be mourned by all who knew him. 
Newport waa his adopted home and a cottage 
for bia family Is now in courae of construc- 
tion at the corner of Rhode Island avenue 
and Francis street.

Whence sprung this unparalleled and mys- 
terious personal authority? 
The sneaker 


transported his hearers to the Church of St 
Peter In Home, and pointed them.to the in- 
scription in gigantic mosaic tottering which 
rant* around the frieze of its magnificent 
dump, "Thou art Peter upon thfo rock will 
I build my church, aud 1 will give uutotbee 
ihekfysdf the kingdom of heaven." That 
i* the infallible authority, tho divine power- 
of-nttorney ou whlc*i tho papacy bases Us* 
pretensions, »nd appeals in confirmation of 
iln claim to the sovereignty of ea>th aud 
heaven. 
This mysterious saying ia to be 


found in but one of the gospel*, and may 
bave originated in a later era when ttie ten* 
deticy had already arisen In the church to 
glorify St. Peter through legend and myth, 
and to secure to his supposed successor iu 
the bi.-thcp's chnir ut Itonie the prenmcy in 
the church. However this may be, we know 
that the Christian world believed ihut Jeans 
Christ, iu whom they adored tho Deity, had 
se'ertod Poter from among the twelve to be 
their chief and have supremacy over them; 
that lie hnd deeieed him to b« tho llrat 
Bishop of Rome, and wilh their exalted din 
nity hud given him and his successors for- 
ever, tho authority to hind ami IOOSB, that is, 
to retain or remit sins, to save Urn soul of 
in HI, or to destroy it, and with their keyn of 
ollice to open heaven and hull to nil man- 
kind. In this sense they behold In the triple 
mine titid the three keys of the Pupa at 
itume, the symbols of bis undisputed nwuy 
orer the three regions Into which tin- ignor- 
ance of that day divided the world—over 
heaven uud hell and earth. 


TirB UEKOUMATIOX. 


Fur mote than a thousand years this be- 


lief held captive the minds of men and as- 
sured the sovereignty of the Popes of Home. 
Then came the hour of emancipation. Tho 
dream of the centuries melted awny in the 
clear light of newly awakened intelligence, 
tho fanciful myth of papal authority paled 
before the truth of history, and science, and 
free thought forever disproved the claims 
and exploded the mysteries of the Roman 
See, a better knowledge of tho universe, au 
enlarged conception of the world govern- 
ment freed mankind from tbe delusion and 
terror to which It had beeu so long subj -ct- 
ed. Henceforth the informed and free mind 
uaw heaven and hell no longer in any three- 
fold division of the universe, but iu hia own 
eoul, and the koys to them not intrusted to 
any earthly potentate, but in every man's 
hand to open or shut, to bind or loose as he 
should elect. Those groat Ideas of free sal- 
vation, through faith and the untversn 
priesthood of all believers, were embodied in 
the Protestant Reformation, and together 
with the general circulation of tbe scriptures 
for unrestricted examination by the people, 
struck the death blow at tho pretenaioufl aud 
pnwnr of tho papacy, and ever since, in al 
civilized countries, It has been losing Its hold 
and Hlowly dying. This was true of Eng- 
Inud, Germany, France, Belgium, It-ily, 
and even of Spain aud South America. 


Mr. Weudte proceeded to examine in de- 


tail uud in the light of other New Testament 
pjiRsaees and events the Roman Catholic 
claim for St. Peter's primacy Among the 
nriodtles. Elsewhere Christ U called 
"the 


only foundation which can be laid," etc. 
The Catholics clulin that it was Peter's pur- 
tonality on which Ji'siia declared ho would 
build his church. Protestants n.-mall.v hold 
that It was Peter's faith In him us. ''the 
Chri.ft, the sou of the living G"d," which wi 
delighted Jesus anil moved hl;n to tills nt- 
France, and that thin faith w:i9 tho founda- 
tion he referred to, as it certainly was in later 
thuynof the church. Both vinw« urn doubt- 
less right aud reconcilable wilh each other. 
J«sus depended (greatly on Peter's fervor and 
xi'iil, and may have intended to itntkc him 
piuminent among the disciples, but never ! 
the HfiiiHo of any earthly superiority or Kpiril 
nal piiiiiacy. Jesus kuew Peter's weakness 
a* wfill an utrpngth. Peter wus no "rock" in 
his eyes, when shortly after he felt called 
npnn to rebuke him with those terrible woroV, 
"Get thee behind me fiaiaii" (Matt x.vi:2I- 
'J(i). Now yet when he denied bin Tvjid. nor 
wlnju iu liiterdays hia cowardice, hypocricy 
and insincerity drew down upon him the 
stern rebuke of Paul (Gulallomi n:ll-12). 
which certuuly doe.i not lo»k like au ac- 
knowledgement of the primncy of Peter. 


lu later apostolic history Peter's influence 


Feems to have waned before the f-rowiiig 
prestige of Paul, und James aud John, as 
the council of apostles (A.CW vm). Peter 
does not preside, as he would naturally huve 
done if he had been recognized as primate. 
Lie defends his own course like a private 
member of tho congregation, and ll is Jnines 
who offers the Dual compromise which is 
adopted by the apostles, eiders and all the 
congregation. 
When the disciples are dis- 


puting on this very point, who shall bp 
greatest, Jesus does not put forth Peter, as 
he naturally would have done if he had de- 
signed him aa primate. No, Jesus rebukes 
their fieltitib contention by placing a child In 
the midst. He said, "ihe 
princes of the 


Gentiles have dominion and great authority 
over them. But it shall not be so among 
you. but whosoever will be chief among you 
let him be your servant." What a flit con- 
tradiction and terrible comment is the whole 
career and teaching of Jesut on the arrogant 
and worldly claims of ~ the Roman Pontiff! 
No wonder that church does not desire iu 
laity to read the open bible. 


Tbe speaker next took up tbe claim fot 


Petftr's longHojonrn, bishopric and final mar- 
tyrdom in Rome. An outline of the investi- 
gations and results of such eminent German 
scholars an Baur, Base, Scbenkel, and es- 
pecially Lip«nn. was given, showing that 
tbe Roman Catholic claim that Peter bad 
dwelt in the eternal city 25 years, 3 months 
and 1 day, waa physically and chronological 
ly Impossible, and opposed to scriptural and 
patriotic testimony.
